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and Notables He Met There 


(REPRINTED BY REQUEST.) 


It is a run of sixty miles by the 
South Western Railway from London 
to our mother town in Hampshire, Our 
quarter centennial celebration and the 
reports of my friend Rev. Varnum Lin- 
‘coin, who once visited Andover promp- 
ted me to go there. A brief visit suffi- 
ced only to fix the main outlines of the 
topography and give opportunity to call 
It was enough however to create a new 
interest which I desire to share with 
the readers of the Townsman. 
.Winchester,: . Reading, 
Amesbury, Portsmouth and. Exeter 
made it seem for a moment that I was 
again on the B. & M. lines. The country 
is rolling and towards Andover is dis- 
tinetly agricultural. Hop kilns are oc- 
casionally seen with their Curious cowls 
as in Kent, flocks of sheep, stacks of 
hay and sttaw; and tilled fielas broken 
by forests stretch away to the hori- 
zon. The town itself comes into view 
on the left, the fine tower of St. Mary’s 
dominating the scene, The Anae,. or 
Anton, less in width and volume than 
the Shawsheen’ flows through the town. 
Going south from the station on the 
right bank there is.a long street, lined 
with modest tidy, brick dwellings, the 
Cottage Hospital and the. district Work 
houses. At the foot of the street a 
sharp turn carries you over the bridge 
into the older town where are the shops 
the churches, the inns, the schools, and 
the Town Hall, to which last I went at 
once. It is a good modern building the | 
main floor being given up to.the Corn 
Exchange while above is the hall seat- 
ing about 300, a council chamber and a 
small court room. For this is a munici- 
pal borough, a market town, a junction 
of railways, the court and business cen- 
tre of:a considerable district and there- 
fore important above the: measure of 
its wealth and population. The last cen- 
sus shows about the same number of 
inhabitants as our Andover. It is gov- 
erned by a mayor, four aldermen, and 
twelve councillors and with neighbor- 
ing places has one seat in parliament. 

Every ‘Friday the lower Town Hall 
is thronged with farmers and dealers 
from the whole country sid¢, buying 
and selling grain. At the annual sheep 
fair in.November about 10,000 sheep are 
penned. The wool fair is held after the 
June shearing. Tuesday there is a large 
livestock market. The advertisements 
in the local paper show that Andover 


is an important centre and that the 
farmers’ interests are the foremost. The 
silk fndustry which once flourished here 
has disappeared and the old canal has 
been ruined by the railways. 

My second point was the parish 
church, a large Gothic edifice built 
within fifty years at a cost of $150,000 
a gift of Rev. Dr. Goddard, sometime 
head master of the famous old boys’ 
school at Winchester, Dr. Goddard is 
buried in the choir and there are also 
interesting old monuments removed 
hither from the old,church, The parish 
dates from A. D. 1290, and besides the 
Vicar there’ are two curates and an 
assistant. The church yard surrounds 
the church, but my hasty search fur- 
nished only a few of our old Andover 
names. In the church is a mural monu- 
ment to John Poore, Gent., died 1737, 
and a window to Commander John 
Poore R. N., died 1895. Two mayors 
of the same name served in 1849 and 
1860. Priory Lodge is the home of the 
Misses Poore and there are several oth- 
er families resident, I‘noticed the Sut- 
ton Villas, Ripley Villa, and the names 
of Stevens and Phillips.in the town reg- 
istry. Holt is a name Which has only 
recently gone out. 

After purchasing a copy of the local 
paper and the Andover almanac and 
partaking of an excellent luncheon at 
the “Star and Garter,” (with a vexa- 
tious petty charge for ‘attendance’), 
I did myself the honor to call upon the 
Mayer, Mr. P. Ponting, who showed 

“Se¥evevery possible.attention and cour- 
tesy. He took me first to the ex-Mayor 
Councilman Sherwood with whom I 
had corresponded in the name of the 
town In 1896 and who recalled our invi- 
tation and Mrs. Downs’ letters. Then 
we called on the Vicar who to my re- 
gret was off on his wheel on some par- 
ish errand, but Mrs. Braithwaite was 
very cordial and the word ‘‘Andover” 
proved as elsewhere a powerful intro- 
duction, The master of the grammar 
school a classical school for boys, about 
30 being in attendance, was also kind, 
showing me the premises and pieces of 
the timbers of the first structure, and 
an ancient painted panel hanging in 
the school room, the inscription being 
as follows: In Memorial of John Han- 
son, Gent., Founder of-the Free School 
A. D: 1569. 


No marble statue is to thee erected, 
No tombe of alabaster, touch or brass, 
These things by thee when living, were 


neglected 

And thy survivors all have let them 
pass. 

Oh! but yetylive; why should thy name 
decay * 


Till Heaven and Earth and all things 
pass away.

The prosperity of a community is 
shown, in a great measure by the pros- 
perity of its theatres. Several of the 
larger cities! of the country have boast- 
ed considerably this season of the pros- 
perity of their'theatres as an indication 
of the healthy business tone now pre- 
vailing. Boston has not had much to 
say in this direction but nevertheless 
has enjoyed a theatrica: prosperity sec- 
ond to none; excepting possibly, New 
York, which of course would naturally 
take first place. The theatres of Boston 
are a barometer of the financial condi- 
tion of things in New England = and 
therefore their receipts are in a sense’ 
a gratification to all people.

Our next move was to the Recreation 
Ground,. purchased to commemorate 
the Queen's Jubilee in 1887. This inter- 
sted me as I had just heard of the ac- 
tion of our town in.a similar manner. 
It is a field of ten acre’, Very accessi- 
ble, with handsome gates, and at the 
fanther end a grand stand. Besides or- 
namental paths, shrubbery and flowers, 
and trees along the béundaries, there 
are grounds for tennis, football and 
cricket. Match games,, when gate 
money is taken, are played in the 
“Walled Meadow” in another part of 
the town, 

We also visited the Public Library, 
which is being moved into new and bet- 


ter quarters, having received generous | 


gifts lately, making such improvement 
possible. 


Parting with my host on my way to, 


the station, I-called upon the Congrega- 


tional minister, Mr. Draper, and found | 


him interested in our Americafi“institu- 


tions and church life. There are also a , 
Methodist, a Primitive Methodist, and 


a Baptist church in the town. 

All the while I was observing points 
of resemblance and contrast in the two 
towns, old and new. The old town is 
more compact, and built of bricks, red 
and gray. Both towns have been strug- 
gling successfully with ‘the sewage 
problem, consultizs with engineers and 
public officers, acquiring filter beds get- 
ting permission to make loans and ar- 
guing about river polution. On the fron 
of a chapel I saw the notices of “Chris- 
tian Endeavor’ meetings. On the 
street I met the “Freemantles” coming 
in to play the ‘‘Andovers”’ in the series 
of the “Southern league.”” The “An- 
dover Club” has fine quarters in “High 
street.” The Andover Advertiser (Fri- 
days) is an eight page paper, the size 
of the Boston Herald, and ably reflects 
the business and social life of Andover 
and vicinity. The Free Masons, Odd 
Fellows, Good Templars, Cricket Club, 
football clubs (Red Star, Albion, Ando- 
ver) Choral Union, Band of Hope, have 
a familiar sound. Petitions for addi- 
tional trains,~and hearings about new 
lines of “light railway’ are also famil- 
iar. But the annual puppy show in 
connection with the “Tedworth Hunt,” 
a notice of ‘‘Hunters for Hire,” and ap- 
pointments for the ‘Penton Harriers,” 
the “Vine Hounds,” and others are 
novel to us. Sunday school fetes, sales 
for various charities, dramatic and mu- 
sical entertainments, afternoon teas for 
the Cottage Hospital, annual dinners 
for all sorts of organizations, are proof 
of kinship in method as well as lineage. 

Differences in detail of government, 
of titles and powers of officers, and in 
ecclesiastical matters Obscure e- 
what the close likeness In the essentials 
of ‘freedom regulated by law.” Indus- 
tries, too, run in different channels, but 
both Andovers are the home of indus- 
trious, intelligent, patriotic, public- 
spirited, God-fearing citizens. In our 
Andover there is a larger development 
of manufactures, and educational foun- 
dations, and no tributary territory 
round about. Andover in England is 
surrounded by a considerable area, of 
which it is the capitol, industrial and 
political, and in the viernity are many 
country seats, so characteristic of 
rural England. Both towns hav- passed 
through great changes in the last two 
hundred years, both are likely to 
change rapidly in the future. In both 
the continuity of the higher civic life 
will gather. about the church, the 
library and the. endowed school.

OATMEAL BREAD, 

This makes a fine bread to serve with 
wheat bread, and is very palatable, as 
well as nutritious, Toone cup of rolled 
Oats add one tablespoonful of shorten- 
ing, one-third teaspoonful of soda, one 
even teaspoonful of salt; upon this pour 
One and one-half cups of boiling water; 
let this stand 10 minutes, then add one- 
third cup of molasses, two cups of gra- 
ham flour, one cup of bread flour; when 
luke-warm, add one-half yeast cake dis- 
solved in one-half cup of warm water, 
stir very thoroughly, let stand in warm 
Place over night.

ORANGE STRAWS, 

These orange straws make a delicious 
confection and will keep very nicely in 
glass jars. Cut orange peeling in strips 
with scissors, put in cold, salted water 
and set or stove. After boiling 20 min- 
utes, remove, drain off water, and put 
into more cold, salted water and boil 
again for 20 minutes; repeat once more, 
then drain and add equal quantity of 
sugar by measure. Set on stove and sim- 
mer until the syrup hairs. Take from 
syrup with tongs and roll in granulated 
sugar. Then put on a platter to dry. 


BERRY CAKE. 

Take two and one-half cups of flour. 
one-half teaspoonful of soda, one tea- 
spoonful of cream of tartar, one-half cup 
of sugar, one-half teaspoonful of salt, 
one egg, one cup of milk and one tabie- 
spoonful of butter. Mix thisin the order 
given and bake in gem pans. Add one 
cup of berries and it makes a delicious 
berry cake. 


COCOANUT CAKE, 

With half a pound of fiour mix a quar- 
ter of a pound of ground rice, .Rub in 
three ounces each of butter end lard, six 
ounces of castor sugar, one teaspoonful 
of dessicated cocoanut and a dessert- 
spoonful of baking powder. Stir in the 
stiffly beaten whites of two eggs and add 
a small quantity of milk, if the mixture 
is not moist enough. Bake slowly and 
evenly, 


BANANA PIE. 

Choose yellow bananas not quite ripe, 
Cut in quarter-inch slices, mix one- 
fourth cup of sugar, one saltspoonful 
salt, and one tablespoonful of lemon 
juice, and spread half of it on the crust.

JOHNNY CAKE, 

One quart of milk, two well-beaten 
eggs, one tablespodnful of butter, one of 
lard, one tablespoonful brown sugar, One 
teaspoonful of salt, two tablespoonfuls of 
flour, enough Indian meal w make a 
thick drop batter. Melt the butter and 
lard, mix all the ingredients together, 
except the soda, and beat hard for ten 
minutes. Add the soda dissolved in. a 
teaspoonful of hot water. Beat a min- 
utelonger, pourina buttered pan so that 
the mixture will be about an inch in 
thickness; bake slowly in a moderate 
oven. Serve hot, breaking it rather than 
cutting. 

CREAMYED RICE PUDDING, 

One cup of fregh,boiled rice, three cups 
of milk, three-fourths cup of sugar, two 
eggs, one tablespoonful of cornstarch. 
Seed and cut in two one cup of raisins 
and cook a few minutes in the milk, Then 
add the corn starch wet in alittle cold 
milk, then «dd rice, sugar and yolks of 
eggs. When thickened, favor and pour 
into a baking dish, Bake in oven, then 
make a meringue of the whites of eggs, 
put on top of pudding and brown very 
delicately. — 

CHICKEN AND RICE CROQUETTES, 

An excellent way of serving a smail 
quantity of chicken is to cut all the meat 
carefully from the bones, chop fine, and 
to cach cupful of the chicken, add one 
cupful of boiled rice, one teaspoonful of 
salt, two tablespsonfuls of butter, half 
a cupful of milk, a little pepper, and an 
egg. Put the milk in a double-boiler, 
and as soon as hot, add the ingredients, 
putting in the egg the last of all. Stir 
the mixture until cooked, which will be in 
about three minutes. . Pour it out to 
cool. When cooled, take a little in the 
hand. and press.into little rolls, Then 
dip into well-beaten egg, roll in bread or 
cracker-crumbs, fry until brown in hot 
fat, taking care the fat is boilingthot. 

WHOLE WHEAT BREAD, 

Put into a bowl a pint of milk, and add 
a pint of boiling water. Let itstand until 
lukewarm. Dissolve a yeast cake in a 
little warm water, add this to the cooled 
milk-and-water, add a teaspoonful of 
salt and enough whole wheat flour to 
make a batter. Beat thoroughly for 10 
or 15 minutes; it should then be smooth 
and creamy; add enough more flour to 
make it stiff; turn it out ontothe board 
and knead well. Then return to the pan 
and ‘let it rise until light. Mold into 
amall loaves, let rise again and bake in 
moderate oven. 

SNOWBALL CUSTARD, 

To one quart of boiling milk add the 
whites of six eggs, beaten stiff, dropping 
them into the milk by spoonfuls. Turn 
them over carefully to cook both sides, 
Take them out and arrafge on glass 
dish. Put into the milk the yolks of eggs 
well beaten and sweetened, stirring until 
it thickens; flavor with lemon. When 
cool put into glass dish arid arrange the 
snov. balls on top, 

- GINGER .CAKE, 

One cup of butter, two cups of sugar 
creamed together; add one cup of mo- 
lasses, one cup of sour milk, four eggs 
well beaten, three cups of flour, two tea- 
spoonfuls Of ginger, two teaspoonful of 
soda. Beat very thoroughly, until very 
light.

| Handled—Assailant Gets 60 Days 


ity for astonishment much -aroused by 
a bold assault, almost a “hold up.” It 
was perpetrated upon a well known 
young man of this place, in a_ thickly 
settled portion of the community, scarce- 
ly a quarter-mile from the Square, and 
this too,.in broad day light, at 5.80 
o’cloek last Saturday evening. 

The victim’ of the assault, John May, 
drives a milk wagon for Milo H. Gould, 
and accompanied by his younger brother, 
Gordon, was supplying his regular cus- 
tomers with their Sunday milk Saturday 
evening last. 

They had reached that portion of Ab- 
bott Village known as Cogswell’s. hill, 
and John had gone into a house to de- 
liver'some milk leaving Gordon on the 
team, when four men in: a carryall and 
pair of horses approached, drawing up 
by the milk wagon.. /One of the men ac- 
costed young May, asking him for'a 
drink of milk, The latter replied that 

could have it if it were paid for. 
l the stranger’s promise to settle, 
the milk was given to him, whereat he 
retused to give Gordon May the money 
for the same. 

Indthe meantime, John May had come 
out and he demanded that he be 
paid. He received the reply that the 
milk had been paid for and that it 
would not be again. * 

May, senior, immiediately tackled the 
stranger, who, with his companions 
until this stage of the proceedings re- 
mained seated in their wagon. All were 
noticably the worse for liquor. The three 
other men jumped out and came,to the 
assistance of the assailant and May 
found himself fighting against over whel- 
ming odds. He was thrown to the 
ground, his head cut and scratched, 
one eye blackened and his body 
bruised by the kicks and blows of his as- 
sailants. 

He called to his brother to get the re- 
volver out of the wagon but the toughs 
secured it before John May could use it. 
One of the men fired four shot at the 
ground at May’s feet one barely grazing 
his boot, and all foux entered their wagon 
and drove off rapidly towards West 
Parish. , 

Young May ran to the Square and 
notified officers Warren Mooar, Jaquith, 
Mears and Frye. Mooar and Jaquith 
followed the assailants in a wagon but 
mistaking the direction taken by the 
fugitives, went to Ballardvale whereas, 
the toughs turned up the road just be- 
yond the Buchan place and made for 
Lawrence. ‘They were followed as far 
as Winthrop Avenue, South Lawrence, 
by Ralph Trow on a bicycle but the lat- 
ter made a mistake”\at this point by 
turning up toward Andover Street to se- 
cure a policeman thereby loosing all 
track of them. Telephone communica- 
tions placed the Lawrence and Haver- 
hill-police on the. lookout for a turnout 
answering this description and officers 
Mears and Frye went to Lawrence in the 
endeavor to get a trace of the toughs.

GRIEVANCE. 


A local resident has received from 
‘a Lawrence soldier in Cuba a copy of 
“The Daily American and Havana 
Journal” an American paper published 
in the interests of Americans in Cuba, 
in which agrievance of discharged sol- 
diers' is set forth under the caption 
“Soldiers Homeless.’’ It says in part: 

Last evening a delegation of five 
men, former members of the United 
States army, visited the Daily Ameri- 
can office and lodged a complaint 
against the treatment they are receiv- 
ing. Here is.the story as related by 
their spokesinan: 

“Yesterday (Sunday) nineteen of us, 
all members of Cornpany C, Eighth In- 
fantry, were discharged in compliance? 
with General Order No. 40. It » being 
Sunday and after 2 o'clock before we 
; received our papers, we did not leave 
the camp, as many of us were without 
funds and would have none. until our 
tinal statements weretashed at the 
paymaster’s. At supper time we went 
to the mess room with the rest of the 
boys to get our rations. It was then! 
we were made to realize that things | 
had. changed since 2 o'clock, as_ the 
cook. told us he had orders to stop our 
rations. We were even refused per- | 
mission to ccupy our old quarters last | 
night. Many of us spent the night in 
the park. 

“At 3.30 this (Monday) morning I) 
went to the quartermaster general's 
office and took my place in line in order 
to secure transportation home. It 
was nearly 2 o’clock before the first 
man in a line of over 200 was admitted: 
From that time until the place closed, 
thirty-eight were luck enough to secure 
their little ticket. I got left.’’ 

The comments made by the rest of 
the delegation were not complimentary 
to those responsible for this state of 
affairs. These men cannot understand 
why they should walk the streets of 
Havana when the government owes 
them acouple of hundred dollars apiece.

tion, as described. 

His involuntary service continued for 
ten years, by which time he had risen 
to the post of sub-lieutenant in the 
army, and on his release he entered | 
journalism in St. Petersburg. Early in 
the sixties he published his two most 
famous books, “Humiliated and 
Wronged,” and “The House of the 
Dead’’—these with his other works be- 
ing, translated into English under the 
titles of “Prison Life‘in-Siberia,” “Bur- 
ied Alive,” “Poor Folk,” and “Crime 
and Punishment.” His writings car- 
ried with them a deadly simplicity of 
revelation, and their record of the 
things he had seen and known had such 
a powerful effect, both in—Russia—and 
abroad, that a sweeping reform was 
brought about.—New Voice.

Broken in health, in bitter poverty, 
Elias Howe sat by his young wife one 
day in their dismal lodging, not know- 
ing from whence the next meal was to 
come. As his wife sewed suddenly the 
idea came to him what a saving the 
time and strength there would be if a 
machine could do the work of her fin- 
gers, 

He went to work at once, In six 
months he completed his first machine 
which was about a foot and a half high 
but the tailors in Boston to whom he 
showed his model laughed at, or were 
afraid of it. Not discouraged by obsta- 
cles of any sort he finally took steer- 
age passage for England, cooking his 
own food on the way. In England she 
gave the use of his machine to a Lon- 
don capitalist who turned him out as 
soon as he had learned ty use it: 

Still undismayed Howe pawned most 
of his clothing for a supply of beans 
that barely kept body and soul togeth- 
er, and again he spent four months in 
making a machine, which he sold for 
$25. Finally in poverty so severe that 
he drew his baggage in a handcart to 
the vessel in which he had secured 
his passage by engaging as steerage 
cook, he returned to America. On land- 
ing in New York he was overwhelmed 
by the news that his wife was dying 
in Cambridge. He had not money 
enough to go to her, but earned itin a 
machine shop and reached the one frind 
who had waited and longed for hig 
coming home only a@ little while before 
she died. And then he had to borrow 
a suit of clothes in which to follow fer 
to the grave. After experiences like this 
it is not strange that when his efforts 
were crowned with success he devoted 
himself to helping. others especially 
needy women and children. More than 
that, this hero in adversity and poverty 
proved a patriot as well for during our 
civil war, tho lame and worn he en- 
listed as a private at the very first call 
to arms.—The New Voice.
